DiSalle has declared the success

Meanderings 
By W ash Fayette 


At the 
present time I 
do not 
know' 
of a single 
rail fence 
in 
Fayette 
County, although 
there 
are probably a few short stretches 
of fence 
built from rails 
some­ 
where in the county. 
When the first pioneers came to 
Fayette 
County, timber 
was so 
abundant that they felled saplings 
and cut long poles 
from which 
they built what little fencing was 
required 
to confine 
their live­ 
stock. 
Later on 
they split logs 
into 
rails, 
usually IO 
to 12 feet 
in 
length, and built more substantial 
and more enduring fences, as the 
pole fences soon decayed. 
White oak, burr 
oak, walnut, 
ash, hickory and red oak were the 
chief timbers 
used for 
splitting 
rails. 
An ax, a heavy wooden maul, 
one or 
more iron wedges, 
and 
some w'ooden wedges were used to 
split the 
rails, and 
considerable 
skill was necessary. 
The old “worm” rail fences were 
the 
customary 
type, 
and 
the 
stake-and-rider type, which fre­ 
quently was six feet or more in 
height, would turn 
all ordinary 
animals. 
However, 
I 
have 
known 
of 
horses which lifted the top rails 
off and then jumped the four 
foot fence after the “riders” were 
removed. 
The old “Russell” fence, to a 
large extent, supplanted the stake- 
and-rider fence. 
This was built 
by placing posts in the ground so 
that another post could be wired 
to it, and 
the ends of the 
rails 
would overlap a few inches. The 
fence was 
supported by 
wires, 
with cross wiring between the 
rails when necessary. 
However, as timber grew less, 
and wire fencing made its first ap­ 
pearance more than 50 years ago, 
the rail fences started vanishing 
and disappeared as quickly as the 
horse and buggy when the auto­ 
mobile arrived. 
Now practically all fences are 
wire, with many of them built 
with concrete instead of wooden 
rosts.

LONDON, June 19—(ZP)—Reports from Prague 
today said the'*1 
Czech foreign ministry has informed the U. S. embassy that Associated 
Press Correspondent William Oatis will be placed on trial within a few 
days. 
Oatis, 37, was arrested April 23 on charges of hostile activities to­ 
ward the Czechoslovak government. 
The Prague report said Vilem Siroky, Czech foreign minister, told 
U. S. Ambassador Ellis O’Briggs of Oatis’ forthcoming trial when 
O’Briggs called at the foreign min­ 
istry last Friday afternoon, 
Oatis’ arrest 
did not 
become 
known until April 26, nearly 72 
hours after his disappearance from 
his office and lodgings in Prague. 
He was last seen while preparing 
to keep an 
appointment. 
Three 
Czech agents seized 
him as 
he 
was putting his car in his garage. 
A native of Marion, Ind., Oatis 
had gone to Prague last June as 
chief of the Associated Press Bu­ 
reau there. 
Shortly before his arrest he had 
informed the U. S. embassy 
he 
was being shadowed. 
At the time his arrest was an­ 
nounced, Frank Starzel, 
general 
manager of the Associated Press, 
said the AP knew 
no basis 
for 
the charges against him. 
Oatis had been writing for the 
Associated Press since 1937. 
The Czech

April ^ said charges against him 
included activities hostile to the 
state, gathering and disseminating 
information considered secret by 
Czechoslovakia 
and

Cattle Return 
To Stockyards 


CHICAGO, June 19 —( ^ —An­ 
other fairly heavy run of cattle 
poured into the 
nation’s 
major 
livestock markets today and the 
current shortage of beef in some 
cities appeared definitely on the 
way out. Receipts at the 12 prin­ 
cipal markets totaled 44.600 com­ 
pared with 37,300 a week ago and 
50,700 a year ago. The increase in 
cattle receipts over the preceding 
week started June 12 and the up­ 
ward 
trend 
has continued 
un­ 
broken. 
Two weeks ago, the day after 
cattle prices were rolled back IO 
percent throughout the entire in­ 
dustry, receipts were only 26,500. 
Curtailed 
shipments 
throughout 
that week caused widespread beef 
shortages.

WASHINGTON, June 19—(ZP)— 
Vice Adm. Oscar C. Badger said 
today he thinks bombing of Red 
China’s supply lines should be 
confined to Korea “for the time 
being.” 
Testifying at the Senate’s Mac­ 
Arthur inquiry, Badger said he 
does not think it would be wise 
now to adopt the step urged by 
Gen. 
Douglas 
MacArthur 
and 
bomb bases and supply routes in 
Chinese Manchuria. 
Badger said the United Nations 
should “continue to effect heavy 
losses in Korea of Chinese military 
manpower and of their essential 
equipment in the hope that the 
Peiping government may be forc­ 
ed to change its attitude of de­ 
mand to one of acceptable nego­ 
tiation.” 
In effect, this was an endorse­

Crisis Is Near 
Over Iran Oil 


TEHRAN, Iran, June 19 — (ZP)— 
Premier 
Mohammed 
Mossadegh 
appealed 
to 
U. S. 
Ambassador 
Henry F. Grady today to try to 
persuade the British to cooperate 
in Iran’s nationalization of oil. 
The premier called Grady a few 
hours before what may be the peak 
of the oil crises in this sensitive 
spot at Russia’s side door. 
London reports said the British- 
owned Anglo-Iranian 
Oil 
Com­ 
pany will come 
forward tonight 
with an offer of 10,000,000 pounds 
$28,000,000 in answer to Iran’s 
cash demands. This is short of 
Iran’s demands for 75 precent of 
the oil profits since March, plus 
a deposit of the remaining 25 per­ 
cent to meet the company’s pos­ 
sible compensation claims. AIOC 
negotiators meet with government 
officials at 8 P. M., the deadline 
Iran set for satisfaction of her de­ 
mands.

clared Britain

WASHINGTON, June 19—1 p . - 
General MacArthur is now vip to 
his neck in politics, although per­ 
haps not on his own behalf. 
He jumped in Saturday at Fort 
Worth when he made a full-scale 
attack on the Truman administra­ 
tion for the way it operates 
at 
home. 
He had returned to this coun­ 
try, after an absence of 12 years, 
as a critic of the Truman admini­ 
stration’s foreign policy. 
But now he has launched out as 
a critic of the administration’s 
handling of domestic affairs, too. 
MacArthur made a whirlwind 
speaking trip through six Texas 
cities last week, defending and 
urging in five of them his views on 
how to win in Korea. 
But in Fort Worth he never once 
spoke of Korea or foreign prob­ 
lems. He spoke there only of events 
at home. 
At Fort Worth MacArthur, who 
has been mentioned as a possible 
Republican candidate for presi­ 
dent, followed the favorite line 
taken by many Republican critics 
of the administration. 
He struck at what he called the 
“internal subversion and corrup­ 
tion and detailed 
regimentation 
over our daily life . . . The drift 
away from our competitive system 
of free enterprise . . . The drift up­ 
ward to the cost of bureaucracy 
. . . . The drift toward Socialism 
. . . The tax burden . . ” 
Senator Kerr, Oklahoma Demo­ 
crat, reacted with this statement 
on MacArthur: “he’s running 
for 
president as hard as he knows 
how. The mad-kado rides again.” 
MacArthur himself, 
almost at 
the moment he put foot on Ameri­ 
can soil in San Francisco last April 
when returning to talk to Con­ 
gress, said: “I have no political 
aspirations whatsoever.” 
And to a reporter who asked 
him last week in Texas if he 
would seek the presidency, Mac­ 
Arthur said “no”. 
But there is*a certain amount of 
elasticity in both statements for 
in neither of them did MacArthur 
say he wouldn’t accept the Repub­ 
lican presidential nomination if it’s 
offered to him. 
But the Truman adminiiC ration, 
which it stripped him of all his 
commands, inflicted upon him one 
of the greatest humiliations ever 
dealt a general in military his­ 
tory. 
And now that MacArthur has 
attacked 
the 
administration in 
both the 
foreign and 
domestic 
fields, it is clear his feeling against 
the administration is intense in all 
directions. 
So even if he is never reward­ 
ed with the Republican nomina­ 
tion, it undoubtedly will be a sat­ 
isfaction to him if he can help 
bring about the administration’s 
defeat in the 1952 elections. 
Until now the Democrats have 
handled MacArthur pretty ginger­ 
ly for several reasons: 
He had wide sympathy in his 
dismissal, immense prestige as a 
military expert, and wide experi­ 
ence in Asia. His quarrel with the 
administration was in the military 
and foreign fields. 
His views on both were entitled 
to respectful hearing, even though 
his criticism of the administration 
on both counts may have hurt it 
politically among those he per­ 
suaded to his way of thinking. 
But his Fort Woth attack if re­ 
peated -- there's no reason to be­ 
lieve it won’t be -- should cer­ 
tainly be of political help to the 
Republicans in their fight on the 
administration. And in domestic 
affairs MacArthur can’t claim to 
be a special authority. 
So that puts him neck-deep in 
the 
American 
political 
brawl 
where the Democrats may feel a 
lot freer to start 
mussing 
his 
hair.

Leahy's Testimony Interesting 


One of the items omitted from 
the Russell committee investiga­ 
tion was the Honolulu conference 
of 1944. President Roosevelt went 
to vie Pacific to straighten out 
any differences between General 
MacArthur and Admiral Nimitz 
on how to fight Japan. Admiral 
William D. Leahy, in his book, 
“I Was There," says: 
"These two meetings were much 
more peaceful than I had ex­ 
pected after what I had been 
h e a r i n g 
in

Further, Admiral Leahy wrote: 
"We had a special m eeting of 
the joint chiefs in which I gave 
them a detailed report of the Hon­ 
olulu conference. They may have 
been som ewhat surprised to learn 
that Nimitz and MacArthur said 
they had no disagreements at the 
moment and that they could work 
out 
their 
joint 
plans in 
har­ 
mony . . . ” 


The astonishment of the joint 
chiefs of staff must have been 
great indeed, for already there 
were numerous rumors and re­ 
ports of how difficult MacArthur 
was and how he and the navy 
.'ere having a tough time. A ctu­ 
ally, this was not so, and the 
rumors undoubtedly were design­ 
ed to lessen General M acA rthur’! 
influence and the weight of his 
views. 
The basic question was w hether 
the Philippines were to be by­ 
passed ana Japan attacked direct­ 
ly. Leahy says: 
‘‘MacArthur was convinced that 
an occupation of the Philippines 
was essential before any major 
attack in force should be made on 
Japanese-held territory 
h o i th o f 
Luzon. The retaking of the Philip­ 
pines seemed to be a matter of 
great interest to him. He said 
that he had sufficient 
ground 
aid air forces for the operation 
and that his only additional needs 
were landing craft and nasal sup­ 
port.” 
So General MacArthur and Ad­ 
miral Nimitz, sitting with Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt in Honolulu, stipu­ 
lated, according to Admiral Leahy: 
". MacArthur and Nimitz were 
now in agreement that the Philip­ 
pines .should be recovered with 
ground and air power than avail­ 
able in the v. e-tern Pacific and 
that Japan could be forced to ac­ 
cept our ter His of surrender by 
:ne use of sea and air power with­ 
out an invasion of the Japanese

homeland.” 
It is important to note 
that 
Russia was at this time in no 
way associated with the Far East­ 
ern war. Russia was a neutral 
and strictly so. It was MacArthur^ 
theory that if he could cut Japan 
off from her conquered territory, 
seize the shipping and air lanes, 
he would reduce the availability 
of rice and raw materials and 
that he would defeat Japan w ith­ 
out attacking her directly and 
thus save a great many Ameri­ 
can lives. This was accomplish­ 
ed. 


This Honolulu conference is im ­ 
portant in any understanding of 
the long series of events which 
Congress is now . investigating 
Yet, it has thus far not even been 
considered. For instance, D e a n 
A cheson has defended Yalta on 
the grounds that Russia was not 
even in the Far Eastern war at 
the time that the strategy of the 
Pacific war was designed at Hon­ 
olulu. At no point In Admiral 
Leahy’s recital of what occurred 
at Honolulu was Russia given any 
consideration. 
But they talked about England. 
This is what Leahy says in his 
book: 
Nimitz and MacArthur discuss­ 
ed with the president the role 
that the British, especially 
the 
royal navy, would play in the 
final operations against Japan . . 
There were reports that some 
elem ents in Churchill’s govern­ 
ment were m favor of obtaining 
a con trollin g interest in the Dutch 
East Indies once they had been 
recaptured. It was MacArthur’* 
contention that the British should 
not be allowed to assume con­ 
trol of any territory that we re­ 
captured from the enemy. I sus­ 
p e n d that the Australians, in 
this matter, were in complete a- 
greement with MacArthur.’’ 
All this might be included in 
the record. Maybe it explains wh. 
the British and the pro-British 
elements in this country are so 
antagonistic to MacArthur.

paralysis of

virus, 
that is, a germ that is so small it 
cannot b seen with the ordinary 
microscope and has to be visual­ 
ized with 
a special 
instrument, 
called an electronic microscope. 


S kin Test 


Recently, 
s o m e 
investigators1 
developed a skin test to deter­ 
mine a person’s susceptibility to 
mumps. 
Thus, 
when 
there 
is 
doubt as to whether or not an 
adult has mumps, the physician 
can determine 
whether the p e r -; 


son 
has ever 
had the 
disease. 
Then, if the adult discovers that 
he is exposed to the disease and 
his skin test reveals that he may 
contract mumps, he can be pro­ 
tected 
against it. 
A vaccine is 
usually used to immunize an in­ 
dividual 
against mumps. 
How­ 
ever, 
the vaccine is 
made less 
toxic by treating it with ultra­ 
violet light and formalin. 
This procedure does not work 
too w ell in all cases. Some adults, 
who are immunized after expos­ 
ure, may still develop the disease.

Because the pre-war fleet with 
which Mussolini tried to make the 
Mediterranean 
once more 
"Mare 
Nostrum”, (Our Sea) has dwin­ 
dled from sixth biggest navy in 
the world down to 36 ships. 


That 'Includes everything down 
in. the 
vest -pocket -sized 
motor: 
torpedo boats with six-man crews. 
It also includes three clean-lined 
former United States destroyer es­ 
corts Just 
turtled 
over to Italy 
under the arms aid program. 


But American 
naval observers: 
here are not too discouraged over 
prospects for that pint-sized fleet, 
now a part of the Atlantic Pact 
force of western defense. 


Well Organized 


The latest full fleet review here 
was described 
by these high 
of­ 
ficers as "a well-organized show.” 
and they said that although Italy 
still lacked 
modern ships, 
she 
could show 
“a strong and 
w ell- 
trained naval personnel ready to 
man a bigger fleet as fast as it can 
be formed.” 
That can start 
now'— after five 
years. The Peace Treaty 
did not 
allow Italy any new 
naval con­ 
struction until 1950. It takes time 
to build warships. And even more 
than that, 
it takes money. 
But 
Italy has begun a naval construc­ 
tion program— and to fill in the 
gap she is receiving surplus United 
States fighting ships. 
Besides the three destroyer es­ 
cort vessels already 
received, it 
has been announced in Washing­ 
ton that Italy w ill get the ''Wood­ 
worth” and “Nicholson”, two of 
the fastest destroyers of the Am er­ 
ican navy. And after them, it is 
likely that 
still other ships 
may 
follow until Italy's own new naval 
construction begins 
sliding down 
the ways. 


A ir Power Boosted 


Probably equally important: at 
the long-deserted 
naval 
air field 
just north of thus 
btg naval base, 
there now sits a long row of blunt- 
winged, blue-pamted navy fight­ 
er - bombers. 
They’re 
former 
American Curtis hell-diyers, sent 
here also as part of the arms aid 
program intended 
to help 
Italy 
guard 
her part of the 
Atlantic 
Pact’s western line. Until they ar­ 
rived, the Italian Navy had no air 
arm. Under the Peace Treaty she 
is not allowed 
aircraft carriers, 
and her only planes were obsolete 
land force models. 
The Peace 
Treaty— which 
the 
United States Senate has now pro­ 
posed freeing of its m ilitary lim i­ 
tations— also allows Italy no sub­ 
marines, and no assault craft. 
She is allowed two battleships. 
She has afloat the ancient Doria- 
grim ghost of 1913 and World War 
I The twin battleship, Duilio, also 
exists,— on paper. In reality, how­ 
ever, she 
is docked and 
under 
half-hearted repair and moderni­ 
zation. Officials 
of the 
Italian 
navy doubt that the old ship will 
ever be put afloat again until new, 
modern ships replace here. 


Paper Navy 


Italy has— again on paper—five 
old cruisers. Of these the Giuseppe 
Garibaldi, Duca degli Abruzzi and 
Montecitorio 
passed 
in review. 
The Luigi di Savoia 
and 
Luigi 
Cadorna, laid up for repairs, were 
not in shape to put to sea. 
There also are 
five destroyers. 
again not all of them seaworthy at

That s what many pro-American 
frenchmen are saying.

Mosquito Fight Is 


To Be Launched 


City Manager W. W. Hill said 
Tuesday that ratch basins are to 
be oiled sometime in the near fu­ 
ture in the first move against mos­ 
quitoes in the city th:s year. 
He said, when complaints are re- 
ceived of mosquitoes 
being 
at 
large, spraying will be resorted to, 
as has been the practice during 
recent years. 
Spraying with a DDT compound 
has been used affectively against 
the mosquitoes. The sprayer has 
worked over the alleys, where it 
would do the most good. 
So far, Hill said, no complaints 
of mosquitoes have reached his 
office. 
The catch basin spraying is ex­ 
pected to stop the chief breeding 
places of the mosquitoes, 
A city ordinance makes it an 
offense to maintain rain barrels 
and 
other 
mosquito 
breeding 
places about private premises. 
Since the spraying was started, 
complaints of 
mosquitoes 
have 
been fewer than at anytime in re­ 
cent years. 
Combined spraying and oiling of 
catch basins apparently destroy 
most of the insects and prevent 
them from multiplying.
